Recently  I   h?ve  had   some   correspondence  with  a 
Mr.    David  G.   Harris  of  Stevenson,   Wash.,    a  member  of  your  Branch.      He 
tells  me   that   there  was   a  John  palmer  who  was   born  to   a  U.S.    who   settled 
in  Adol^hustown.      John  Palmer,    the   son,    was  married  to   a  daughter  of 
Lewis  Maybee,    a  Sgt.    in  Butlers1    Rangers.      Do  you  have   a  member  of  your 
Branch  who  was   a  descendant  of  the  Palmer  father  with  whom  I    could 
correspond  in  order  to  verify  if  this  is  my  line  of  Palmer's?    (Mr.    Harrisrs 
line   of  Palmer's  is  not   the  one   referred  to   above.) 

The  information  I   have   of  "my"  John  palmer  is  that  he 
was   born  in  1796.      I  have  no   idea  where   he  was   from,    but  his   daughter 
Eliza  was  married   to  William  Walter  Brown  in  Bytown,   Ont.    on  Oct.    19th, 
1848    and  was   listed  on  the   marriage   certificate    (which  I   have)    as   a 
resident  of  Bytown.      Since  John  Palmer  was  born  before  Bytown  came   into 
existence,    he  obviously  moved  there   from   some   other  place..     I   have   tried 
to   find  through  the  United  Church  of  Canada's  Archivist  in  Toronto,    the 
original   record  of  that  marriage,    honing  to   find  the  names   and   areas  of 
the  parents  of  both  bride   and  groom,    but   to  no   avail,.    (I  was   successful 
in  finding  W.W.B.'s   birthnlace   through   another   source).      I   have   the   names 
and  dates  of  all   9  children  born  to  John  palmer   and   an  old  picture   in 
the  nossesslon  of  a  member  of  the  family  gives  the  year  of  John's  birth 
only   and  no  other  information.      His  wife  was  born  the   same   year- but  no 
mpiden  name   is   given.        Any  help  you  can  give  me  will   be  most  appreciated^ 

May  I   say  that  I   am   a  member  of  the   Sir  John  Johnson 
Centennial  Branch  of  the  U.E.L.    of  Stanbridge  East,    Que.    through  another 
ancestor.

Dear  Dr.  Burleigh, 

Recently  I  had  some  correspondence  with  Mr.  E.J. 
Chard  and  he  suggested  that  I  get  in  touch  with  you,  as  my  husband 
and  I  are  going  to  live  in  Cambridge,  Mass.  this  fall,  while  he 
takes  a  Sabbatical  leave  to  study  at  Harvard  University. 

I  am  keenly  interested  in  genealogy  and  Mr.  Chard 
mentioned  that,  you  had  been  doing  research  in  this  field  for  about 
40  years,  going  many  times  to  Boston  and  would  be  able  to  tell  me 
of  the  various  sources  there  for  research.   I  am  only  an  amateur 
but  I  feel  this  is  an  opportunity  that  I  do  not  want  to  miss.   I  am 
aware  of  the  New  England  Historic  and  Genealogical  Society  and  its 
library,  and  feel  that  I  will  take  out  membership  while  living  in 
that  area.   I  tried  two  years  ago,  but  was  informed  that  I  would 
not  be  able  to  borrow  books  while  a  resident  of  Canada,  and  I  can 
understand  this.   I  have  one  Massachusetts'  line,  that  of  Richard 
Holden  who  settled  at  Watertown  in  1634,  but  am  quite  satisfied  with 
the  material  I  have  on  his  line  (although  it  will  be  interesting  if 
I  can  find  more),  but  am  mainly  interested  in  New  York  source  material, 
as  I  have  some  "dandy"  oroblems  to  settle  in  my  Vincent  line.   I  have 
a  considerable  correspondence  with  others  who  are  working  on  research 
both  for  me,  and  I  for  them,  so  I  know  about  the  available  sources 
at  Albany  but  am  hoDing  some  books  will  also  be  at  the  N.E.H.  &.G. 
Library  at  Boston,  dealing  with  N.Y.  material.   Can  you  tell  me  this? 

Are  there  other  places  (besides  Goodspeed1 s)  which  I 
might  visit  while  living  so  near  Boston?  That  is,  research  sources. 
Naturally,  we  will  plan  to  take  our  two  children  (ages  14  and  12)  to 
historic  sites,  but  this  is  not  my  reason  for  contacting  you  . lthough 
with  your  wide  knowledge  of  the  area,  I  am  open  for  suggestions  here 
too-.   I  realize  your  time  is  limited  for  this  tyr>e  of  correspondence 
so  that  if  you  could  tell  me  how  best  to  utilize  this  o-ooortunity, 
I  will  be  most  grateful. 

May  I  say  that  I  very  much  enjoyed  your  article  in 
the  Spring  "Loyalist  Gazette"  on  Bath  Point.   I  took  time  to  look  up 
Amherst  Island,  as  being  a  member  of  the  Sir  John  Johnson  Centennial 
Branch  of  the  U.E.L.  Association,  feel  I  ought  to  watch  for  these  DOints 
of  interest  too-   If  I  may  do  anything  for  you  in  return  for  your 
valuable  helo,  I  will  be  most  hsvvy   to  oblige.

While  in  Brighton  this  summer  I  met  Mr.  W.  Ray  Freeman, 
he  told  me  of  the  fine  work  you  have  done  and  are  doing  in  the 
preserving  of  old  records  etc. 

My  time  would  not  permit  me  to  make  a  visit  at  that  time  as 
I  had  only  so  long  to  get  home,  which  I  regreted  greatly,  because 
I  truly  would  liked  to  have  visited  you. 

I  am  interested  in  the  Palmer  Family  of  Canada  and  would  like  to 
give  you  something  of  my  people  in  the  hopes  that  you  may  be  able 
to  add  to  it  and  help  me  in  searching  out  more  of  my  ancestors  and 
making  my  record  more  complete. 

I  am  enclosing  a  Pedigree  chart  that  may  be  of  help  to  you,  and 
the  family  of  George  Palmer  I  will  also  enclude,  now  I  am  a  descandent 
of  Zemira  Palmer  the  son  of  George,  and  in  the  land  records  in  Canada 
we  found  a  deed  for  a  George  Palmer  Junior,  which  for  the  first  time 
makes  us  turn  our  searching  for  a  George  Senior,  also  in  the  same 
township  of  Cramahe  we  found  another  George  Palmer  obtaining  land 
from  the  Crown,  but  it  does  not  give  him  as  the  son  of  a  United 
Empire  Loyalist  or  the  son  of  one,  neither  could  we  find  in  the  land 
petitions  a  petition  for  him,  although  it  seems  that  he  did  petition 
for  land  in  June  1797,  and  the  land  records  shows  he  did  get  land, 
now  this  man  may  be  the  one  we  are  looking  for  but  we  have  no  further 
record  to  prove  the  same. 

Would  you  have  any  suggestions  as  to  where   I  might  turn,  .1 
have  searched  the  petitions,  the  land  records  and  have  written  for 
the  military  record  of  George  Junior  who  was  in  the  Glengary  Light 
Infantry  Fencibles  in  Apr.  1812,  but  it  seems  those  records  were  lost 
or  destroyed  in  Battle,   I  do  not  find  any  record  of  a  George  Palmer 
among  the  Loyalists,  yet  the  traditions  of  the  family  say  he  was, 
although  on  the  land  deeds  it  says  he  was  an  early  settler  of  one  of 
Mr.  Keelers,  who  it  appears  was  a  sponsor  to  get  land  in  the  early 
part  and  went  to  Vermont  and  broughr40  men  over  and  George  was  among 
them,  but  no  trace  of  him  in  Vermont  is  found  either. 

I  nape  I  have  not  confusaed  you  by  giving  so  much  information, 
or  giving  it  in  such  a  way,  but  I  am  very  desirous  of  obtaining  this 
information,  for  many  many  years  our  fam_ly  have  searched  to  get 
th.is  Information  and  when  we  heard  of  you  we  felt  that  you  might  be  our 
answer. 

Mr.  Freeman  is  a  fine  man  but  had  no  information  on  the  Palmers 
that  would  help  me,  >ut  were  grateful  to  him  for  what  he  did. 

If  there  is  any  other  information  that  I  could  give  that  would  be 
helpful  or  if  there  is  any  information  that  you  could  give  me  I  would 
truly  be  grateful  and  glad  to  send  you  what  I  have. 

If  there  is  any  fee  for  your  services,  kindly  let  me  know
